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| FARMER JONES AND HIS 
COW PEN

COW FEED—I recently wrote 
my opinion about feeding cattle 
on hay and chipped POJ cane, | 
believe the suggestion is a good 
one and I know of one man who 
has tried it out, Since writing 
that article T have had quite a 
iol of Comment on the subject and 
man tells me that 
he has another plan which is al- 
most as good as the one using 
cane, He says that you can win- 
ter your cattle on ground peanut 
hay and black strap, He also 
tells me that he has tried his 
plan out and that it works beauti- 


fully, His plan is to grind your 
peanut hay and feed it by weight, 
He weighs a basket of ground hay 
and then fills the basket about the 
sume at each feed, His plan is 
to divide your cattle into small 
pens so as to have tive cows or 
less to each pen and each 
pen according to the size of the 
cows. If he has cows with calves 
he uses a pen for each such cow 
and he gives this cow about as 
much as he would give two dry 
cows. He further suggests that 
you scatter your ground hay in 
a trough and that you dilute the 
black strap before putting it on, 
You should use about three parts 
of water to one of black strap 
und each cow should have as much 
as one pound of black strap at a 
feed, If you do not feed but once 
each day you should inerease the 
amount of black strap according 
to your pocket book and accord- 
ing’ to your wishes as to each cow, 
Black strap can be purchased for 
less than one cent per pound, 
which means that your yearlings 
can be carried through the winter 
for a very small amount. We 
should not wait until our yearlings 
are poor before we begin feeding 
them, If we will begin in time 


che good cattle 


feed 


they will hold their own on 4 
very small amount of feed, If 
you would give a yearling one 
pound of black strap on four 


pounds of hay each day he would 
go through the winter pretty well, 
The black strap would be worth 
about one cent each day and the 
hay would be worth about the 
same if you value it at $5.00 per 
ton. This means that your feed 
will cost you two cents vach aay 
for each cow, or sixty cents each 
month, If you feed three months 
your bill would be only $1.80 for 
each cow or yearling fed, We 
can afford to feed our cattle if 


we can do it that cheaply. I feel 
(hat this plan is worth looking 


into and I would suggest that you 
try it out this winter, We can 
all try this plan as we can buy 
the black strap and we hope to 
have an abundance of hay. Most 
of us cannot try the plan using 
cane as we do not have the cane 
planted for that purpose. If the 
above suggested plan will work 
we should all double our stock of 
beef cattle and we should do so 
at once, 
* * * + s) 

MULE FRED—I wonder if you 
ever noticed the number of trucks 
coming through your neighborhood 
with bought feed on them? It is 
certainly noticeable to any farmer 
who is trying to grow all his feed 
at home. Why is it that some 
man in another state or section 
is called on to grow and mix feed 
for us to use when we can grow 
many times more than we use? 
Did you ever take a sack of feed 
and examine it very closely in an 
effort to ascertain what was 
ground up in the making of that 
feed? Our agricultural depart- 
ment protects us against cheap or 
worthless feeds and in so doing 
it is necessary for them to de- 
mand a high grade feed if it is 
to go on the market. All feeds 
sold on the market should be hig‘n 
grade feeds and they should con- 
tain every element required by 
Jaw or the rules of our state de- 
partment which controls this work. 
But if you are to make and use 
the feed yourself there is no law 
on the subject and no one to ques- 
tion what you are doing, The op- 
erator of a large feed mill tells 
me that he has ground peanut hay 
and mixed black strap with it for 
mule feed and that it makes a 
fairly good feed. He says that 
he can make a crop on this feed 
if he has an abundance of hay to 
be fed along with it. The state 
department will not permit him 
to sell a feed made of hay and 
black strap but he can make it 
for his own use and he is doing 
so. We can do the same thing 
ind we can save a lot of money 
if we are buying feed. We can 
have our hay ground in bulk and 


packed away. As we use the 
feed we can add the black strap 
and by so doing it will not sour, 
I would not suggest that you mix 
more feed than will be consumed 
in two days as your stock will 
like it much better if it is fresh. 
It is possible for you to have your 
black strap, water and ground 
hay arranged so you can mix your 
feed each day. This would be best 
if you can so arrange it. After 
you try it out you can soon ascer- 
tain as to how long it will keep. 
A fifty-gallon drum of black 
strap will not cost you more than 
six or seven dollars and I firmly

get up an oil drum and send it to 
& dealer and have him fill it with 
black strap, You will be delight- 
ed with the result and you might 
find that it Is your cheapest feed, 
You will also find that your pigs 
are very fond of black strap. Why 
not give it a real trial?

SUMMER RAINS—There seems 
to be a feeling among the farmers 
that a rainy week during the sum- 
mer is a wasted week, Many 
farmers feel that a rainy week is 
a week of rest, There should not 
be any rest or any wasted time 
for the farmer who does not own 
his home, We should work with- 
out ceasing until we have a home, 
We generally have some rainy 
weather about the last of June 
and there are many things which 
we should do during these rainy 
days. When it is too rainy to 
work out in the open we should 
clean out the barn, eribs and 
Stalls. We might build seed boxes, 
feed throughs or do hundreds of 
other necessary things around the 
home and the barn. If the ground 
# too wet for us to work on the 


farm and it is not raining all the 
time we should get busy on some 
of the many things needed to be 
done about the farm, The first 
job should be to prepare for your 
first fall garden, Your rutabaga 
patch should be planted in July 
and you should prepare the place 
during the month of June, This 
is very important as you should 
plant a large patch of turnips 
along with your rutabagas, The 
work of putting out carpet grass 
is rarely ever finished, Your pas- 
lure has many spots:in it which 
are needing carpet grass and you 
cannot find a better time to do 
this than during a rainy spell in 
the summer time, Please permit 
me to tell you again how to do 
the job. Take up carpet grass in 
strips and I would suggest that 
you have the strips about four 
inches wide, The strips should be 
the same width of the tool you 
are to use in putting it out. Be 
Sure to leave all the dirt you can 
on the strips of grass. A maddax 
is needed in taking up and putting’ 
Gut carpet grass. Keep your grass 
damp at all times and put it out 
as soon after taking it up as is 
practical. When you are ready 
lu put it out cut the strips into 
blocks and I would suggest that 
c¢ach block be about four inches 
Square. These blocks should be 
carried in a basket or a short 
sack by one man while another 
foes ahead and makes the holes, 
The man making the holes should 
have a maddax and he should 
make one or two licks with his 
tool so as to make a hole the 
width of his tool. The hole should 
not be very deep but if it is deep 
no harm will be done. The man 
with the blocks of grass should 
come along and drop a block in 
each hole with the grass side up. 
He should place his foot on the 
block and put his entire weight 
on the block. ‘The block of grass 
should be pressed into the soil very 
firmly. If the soil is damp and 
it does not turn off too dry each 
block will begin growing at once 
and some of the blocks will spread 
quite a lot this summer. Be sure

SHARING SERVICE WITH THE 
LIVING CHRIST 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 16:1-8, 14-16, 19, 
20

Easter again? No, the calendar 
does not say so, nor have we for- 
gotten that we observed Easter ten 
weeks ago, but quite properly we 
study the resurrection story again 
today. Not only does it come in the 
sequence of our lessons as our final 
study in the Gospel of Mark, but the 
fact is that every Sunday is a re- 
minder of Easter. The reason why 
we worship on the first day of the 
week ts that it is the resurrection 
day. What life it would put into 
our Sunday worship if the glory of 
the risen Lord would shine forth (as 
it should) each Lord's Day in all of 
our service and worship. 


It is difficult to think or write 
about the living Christ without us- 
ing superlatives. Our lesson for to- 
day brings before us the most im- 
portant truth that the world has 
ever heard—'"He is risen’; it 
speaks of the worst thing in the 
world—"unbelief’’; and it presents 
the world's greatest commission— 
“Go... and preach,” 

I, The Transcendent Truth 
1-8), 

“Ye seek Jesus, the Nazarene, 
who hath been crucified; He is ris- 
en, He is not here" (y, 6). 


The world anxiously awaits news, 
and, hoping almost against hope, it 
longs for good news, This is the 
good news—the Gospel—the all-im- 
portant tidings that the Son of God 
who had taken upon Himself not 
only the form of man, but the sins 
of mankind as well, who had tasted 
the bitter death of Calvary's cross, 
could not be holden of death, but 
breaking its bands asunder had ris- 
en from the dead. 


This truth becomes the chief bur- 
den of the messages of the disciples 
as they soon went everywhere pro- 
claiming the Gospel. See the ser- 
mons recorded in the Book of Acts 
(2:24, 32; 3:14, 15; 4:10, 23; 10:40; 
13:30). It was such preaching that 
was at the foundation of the Chris- 
tian church. It may be that we 
should emphasize it more, 


II, The Impassable Barrier (vy. 
14), 

“He upbraided them with their 
unbelief and hardness of heart, be- 
cause they believed not.’’ Many are 
the sins that men commit, but at 
the root of them all we find the 
heart of all sin—unbelief. If a man 
steals he does not believe God's 
Word about the sanctity of proper- 
ty, nor does he believe that God is 
able to care for him. If he kills, 
he does not believe God's Word con- 
cerning the sanctity of human life, 
nor does he recognize that man is 
made in the likeness and image of 
God. And so we might go on and 
show that back of sins there is the 
sin of unbelief. 


The tragic consequence of unbe- 
lief is that {t shuts the door, throws 
up a barrier to God's blessing that 
is virtually impassablé until God 
himself gives grace to believe, The 
astonishing thing is that the hard- 
ness of heart and lack of faith here 
were on the part of those who had 
been the disciples of Jesus, to whom 
He had made known the fact that 
He was to die and to arise on the 
third day, and to whom there had 
now come the word of eye-witnesses 
that they had seen the Lord. 

While we marvel at their short- 
sighted unbelief, shall we not ask 
ourselves what hindrances we have 
placed in God’s way in our own 
lives? 


II, The Supreme Commission 
(vv. 15, 16, 19, 20). 


“Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to the whole cre- 
ation” (vy, 15), ‘‘And they went

ing with them and confirming the 
word" (v, 20), 

The great commission of Christ is 
still the ‘‘marching orders of the 
church,”’ but how slowly we have 
marched, The writer of these notes 
was recently startled by statistics 
revealing anew the fact that ‘‘Chris-

tlan’’ America is rapidly returning |! 
to the status of a mission field. It | 


{is said that last year 60,000 churches 


in America had no converts, and | 


9,000 churches were closed during 
the year. There are 10,000 villages 
reported to be without church sery- 
ices, and 30,000 communities with- 
out a resident pastor. 


The command of Christ is that we 
should go to these pagan communi- 
ties in our own land with the gos- 
pel, and surely it is our double 
shame that there are still lands 
where Christ has never been 
preached, yes, tribes that do not 
even have a word in their language 
for the blessed name—Jesus! 

If we will go He will indeed work 
with us (v. 20) and accompany the 
message and ministry with divine 
authority and power. Who will go?

According to Commissioner R, J, 
(Bob) Goode, the white fringed 
beetle grubs are now in the stage 
of transforming info adult beetles, 

Mr. Goode further stated, “We 
fre anticipating the area infested 
in Alabama and Plorida to be alive 


with this pest by Just Ist, 


“Due to the efforts on the part 
of the Plant Industry Division of 
the State Department of Agricul- 
lure, with George Harris in charge, 
workung in cooperation with the 
United States Bureau of Wntomol- 
ogy, We feel that the beetle will 
find it considerably more difficult 
tO survive the eradication meas- 
ures which are being employed 
this year, 

“Every known method of con 
trol that has been developed and 
proven lo be effective is being used 
in the tight to control this pest, 
Chief among these methods of con- 
trol where fallowed cultivation 
hol practical are; The use of hot 
lowgrade oil supplied under press- 
ure, and spraying with pyrolige- 
neous acid all vegetation in infest- 
ed fields to eliminate food supply, 
Where the latter method is used, 
the beetle will be unable to pro- 
auce any eres und will soon die 
from lack of food, 
“We feel it advisable,’ Mr, 
Goode continues, "to urge that all 
persons not engaged in the actual 
work of aiding in eradicating this 
pest refrain from visiting the in- 
tested area, These beetles are most 
likely lo cling to your car or cloth- 
ing and thereby spread to a new 
This can be easily pre- 
vented by staying’ away from the 
infested area and your cooperation 
in preventing the spread of this 
beetle is earnestly requested,”

Hound Holds Vigil for 
Dead Priest Despite Cold 


Weston, W. Va.—The season's first 


cold wave was not enough to force 
old Barney, a 12-year-old mongrel 
hound, to give up the daily vigil he 
has kept at the doorstep of his mas- 
ter, Msgr, Thomas E, Quirk, moun- 
tain priest who was buried last Sep- 
tember 15. 


Miss Katherine McCuddon, young 
teacher in the Loveberry school, 
eight miles from here, revealed to- 
day that old Barney, long a com- 
panion of the ninety-three-year-old 
priest, had kept watch on the porch 
of the abandoned rectory on Love- 
berry ridge constantly for three 
months. 

Miss McCuddon said she took 
food to the dog every day. Her 
school is in sight of St. Bernard’s 
church, which was part of Msgr. 
Quirk’s charge. 


On the day the priest was buried, 
old Barney walked slowly to his 
grave, stayed for a moment, and re- 
turned to the rectory. Neighbors 
tried to make a home for the dog. 
Once he chewed a rope in two and 
another time he dug out of a pen to 
get back. 

Msgr. Quirk used to take pleas- 
ure in telling stories of his dog and 
his horse, Price. He told how old 
Barney would follow him for miles 
on his visits to the sick or while he 
wa® making his mountain circuit, 
sometimes through the snow. ‘The 
dog always would greet his master 
gleefully at the door after a mass.

The club boys are learning the 
responsibility of having and caring 
for something of their own, They 


know the success of their projects 


depends on them and they have to 
mike use of all their learning and 
experience, The success of these 
projects has caused farmers to im- 
prove their livestock and other 
things Purebred pig projects 
place many good pigs in the com- 
munity where otherwise they 
might not be. Last year two mem- 
bers of the club fed calves for the 
stock show, Because of their sue- 
cess four members now have calves 
and possibly more will have calves, 
This responsibility will follow the 
elub members until they are men 
and will make them better farmers, 


One of the greatest benefits de- 


rived from club work is the im- 
portance of keeping records, If 
& person does not keep reeords he 
does not know where he is, That 


is, whether he is losing or gaining. 
Most boys on the farm will be 
farmers when they are men and 


this bookkeeping will be worth 


more to them as they grow older. 


Four-H Club leadership is help- 
ing people to realize that life on 
the farm can be happier and more 


profitable than it used to be.
